Measure of a Good Horse 


Frank Ortell, prominent turf writer, quotes Col. E. R. Bradley as follows: ‘Show 
me a horse that can put in a final quarter-mile in 24 seconds and I'll show you a 
good horse.” 


BLUE MAN’‘S speed on several occasions would have gained the admiration of Colonel Bradley. In 
the picture above. Blue Man is winning the Dwyer Stakes at 1!4 miles, by five lengths after 
running the last quarter in :23's. The chart shows the last quarter run in a flat :24 (Colonel Brad- 
ley’s time for a good horse), but Blue Man was 4!2 lengths off the pace at a mile and, thus, he 
covered the last quarter in just a fraction over 23 seconds. 


This kind of speed does mean a good horse. Blue Man was carrying 126 pounds and his time for 
1% miles was 2:0145 (25 off record set by horse carrying 116). In the long history of the Dwyer. 
these are the horses able to win it under 126 pounds (none has carried more than 126): Blue Man, 
Peter Pan, Joe Madden, Man o’ War, American Flag, Gallant Fox, Twenty Grand, Omaha, johns- 
town, Whirlaway., Assault, Phalanx, Native Dancer, and High Gun.

Not by Such Methods 


(From Irene McCanliss, Chester. Mass.) 


To continue the discussion of the Cre- 
volin interview and the events that have 
followed its publication. | am tempted to 
quote from a long letter written by Ad- 
miral Rous to Bell’s Life in) London. in 
1856. 

~The great handicaps are productive of 
two-thirds of the iniquities that disgrace 
the Turf. To qualify a horse to win a 
handicap on a large scale it is considered 
necessary to deceive the handicapper by 
running him unprepared. or by not al- 
lowing the horse to win for months. and 
even years.” 

It is interesting to note that this and 
other critical statements by Admiral Rous 
were part of his famous career of improv: 
ing conditions of racing, And the improve- 
ments for which he is so renowned came 
as a result of free and open discussions, 
with much newspaper publicity—not by 
intimidation and suppression of facts and 
cases. 

As of today’s finely administered racing 
here in our own country. all honor and 
credit is due not only to the Jockey Club 
Rules of Racing. but also to the TRA for 
their splendid accomplishments. and_ to 
the success in controlling stimulation of 
horses. with credit for the latter due to 
the NASRC, from 1934. 

But. in spite of the best and most suc- 
cessful efforts of these groups. each in its 
own sphere. as long as we continue to be 
human beings rather than angels. perfec- 
tion will continue to be a goal rather than 
an achievement. 

And there will never be a time when it 
is safe to intimidate and subject to humil- 
iation and punishment a reputable horse 
owner. because he has been too outspoken, 
even if he has been guilty of exaggeration. 

Already some damage has been done to 
racing. in my modest opinion. by the 
“Crevolin Case”’—and that not by Cre- 
volin and not by THE BrLoop-Horse, but 
hy those in authority who have made it 
clear to all the world that the organized 
power by which racing is controlled re- 
quires that individuals in racing conform 
to a mutually understood standard of 
secrecy, or get out. 

Not by such methods can continued im- 
provements in conditions of racing life 
and practice come about. Not by such 
methods will racing continue to hold its 
now highly position 
sports,

Sar-Ben race track at Omaha. Nebraska.

Under the heading of “SANITATION.” 
there is a reference to the use of a “Demp- 
ster Dumpster.” one of which is pictured 
on page 548. The name and trade-mark of 
this device and its containers is so prom- 
inently displayed both on the hoisting unit 
itself and on the containers that Mr, Bow- 
mar could not very readily overlook the 
fact that this is a trade-mark. It is in fact 
the trade-mark of the manufacturer. Demp- 
ster Brothers. Inc.. Knoxville. Tennessee. 
whom we represent, Consequently. there 
would appear to be no possible excuse for 
his spelling of the distinctive trade name 
“Dumpster” with a small “d” as occurs 
twice in this article. 


We request tat you insert a correction 
to your next issue of THE BrLoop-Horse. 
calling attention to the fact that “Demp- 
ster Dumpster” is the registered trade- 
mark of Dempster Brothers. Inc.. and that 
the failure to note that fact was due to 
an oversight of the author. and that the 
word “Dumpster” is not a generic term 
for this type of equipment. 


The Piggin String Agvin 


(From Dick Spenser II], editor, the West- 
ern Horseman. Colorado Springs, Colo.) 


Being on tne receiving end of letters 
from readers myself. I know just how 
youre going to feel if you have many 
rodeo fans among your readers, Couldn't 
help but drop you a line when your Aug. 
21 issue got to us. 


Robert Hebert. his “California” 
column. got all three feet tangled up in 
his “Piggin’ String.” Readers who are not 
“up on such things” are going to be just 
as far down as they ever were, if they 
go by his explanation. 


A piggin string is not a leather thong. 
and is not used in bulldogging a steer. 
About half the cowboys carry them in 
their mouth. about half carry them in 
their belts—and it is primarily for calf 
roping. Steer ropers use them. too, but 
there are only a very few states left where 
steer roping is permitted in rodeos. 


A piggin’ string is a small rope. After 
a calf is roped. he is thrown and “any 
three feet tied securely.” Usually this is 
one front foot and two hind ones—unless 
a hind-leg catch is made. 


Bulldoggers merely leap from their 
horse onto a steer. slow him down to a 
halt. then twist him down with their bare 
hands, No ropes. no piggin’ strings. and 
at no time does their head leave their 
shoulders. 


In any event. even if a piggin’ string 
were something old ladies used for knit- 
ting. Piggin’ String is a sho’ nuf good 
hoss!

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Stubborn Aqueduct Loses a Decision to Edna 


There have been more than 2,500 racing 
days in New York since pari-mutuels were 
introduced in 1940, and programs have 
been printed for each of them. Only on 
the occasion of the Byrnes Ban, D-Day, 
and a one-day strike of grooms have these 
programs been thrown away before being 
used. Now Hurricane Edna joins the group 
after sloshing through Aqueduct on the 
eve of last Saturday’s racing and caus- 
ing the first weather cancellation in the 
history of racing in the State, 


Four claiming events, ranging from 
$5.000 to $10,000, went down the drain 
with the 3 allowance events which were 
to make up the week-end card for the 
Queens County Jockey Club. The Dis- 
covery Handicap, for 3-year-olds, also was 
canceled, and the 38 original nominees 
of horses for the 9-furlong race had their 
$50 refunded. 

Racing secretary handicapper 
Frank E. “Jimmy” Kilroe consulted his 
brother, general manager Edward L. Kil- 
roe, and they came up with a new Dis- 
covery Handicap, which was to close on 
noon Tuesday. A set of weights were to 
be announced later that afternoon, The 
race would be run 72 hours later, on 
Friday afternoon. This allows the event 
to remain in the category of a stakes 
event, a spot it has occupied for the last 
9 years. 

The reason for dropping the Saturday 
card. with the full realization that it was 
a day which could not be regained during 
the 1954 season, was a record 5-inch rain- 
fall which drenched the metropolitan area 
Friday night and Saturday morning, Sep- 
tember 10-11. Track superintendent Len- 
nie Litwak stayed up all night tending 
the strip and making sure that all movable 
items were tied down, but when light 
dawned the damage the rain had done 
Was apparent. 

A total of 8 horses came on the strip 
that morning for a somewhat damp exer- 
cise before Litwak closed the gaps to pro- 
tect both horse and man, Running over 
the eroded strip would have been like 
holding a track meet on a clam flat. Aque- 
duct’s safe. sandy cushion of 3 inches 
had washed into a deep bed of 7 or 8 
inches along the rail. In certain portions 
in the middle of the strip there was no 
loose soil. Looking from the outside rail

toward the centerfield reminded one of 
an airplane view of a river delta. so deep 
had the waters cut. 


Since the winds and rain still were going 
strong at 10:30 a. m, and since the weather 
bureau promised another 4 hours of storm, 
there was no possibility of getting the 
strip back in condition. The water was 
pushing the sand down to the rail as fast

as it could be raked back. and that battle 
would have been going on at post time 
had the card not been canceled. 


WATER HAZARD. In certain places in 
Treland they race—I’ve been told—on 
sandy spits of land called strands. When 
the tide goes out. the receding water 
leaves the sand packed hard enough for 
a horse to run on, At one such meet there 
was a stationary inner rail. which almost 
was covered up when the tide came in. 
hut the outer extremity of the course was 
marked only by the water line. A race 
was in progress in which 2 steeds out- 
classed their field and pulled out to a 
commanding lead. 

The leader. well out from the rail. kept 
the challenger on his quarter. There was 
verv little room to pass on the outside 
without going into the shallow water. Once 
the second horse tried it, Although he 
didn’t mind the splashing. he did object 
when it seemed the leader herded him out 
a bit more. The second horse pulled up 
slichtly and stopped trying to go around. 
This procedure. repeated quite a few 
times. stopped only when the race had 
heen won by the pace-setter running in 
the middle of the strand. 

The second jockey claimed foul and 
was brought before the stewards. 

“Why didn’t you go around the lead- 
er?” the stewards asked. 

“Because of the water.” the jockey 
answered. 


“It’s not that deep, A horse can easily 
run 10 feet further out than you were. 
There may have been a little insinuation 
on the part of the other rider, but there 
was no deliberate foul,’ ruled the wise 
men. 

“It was, too, deliberate,’ cried the 
jockey. “He knew he was edging me out 
—and he also knew that I can’t swim.” 


COMPLIMENT. The handicapping end 
of the Kilroe family paid a sincere com- 
pliment to Belair Stud’s Nashua last week 
with an assignment of 130 pounds for the 
6-furlong Babylon Handicap. It was only 
a compliment, however, for trainer Jim 
Fitzsimmons kad announced earlier that 
the son of *Nasrullah would pass that 
race in favor of the Cowdin, which closes 
out the meeting. The allowances of the 
614-furlong race will allow Nashua to 
concede a minimum of weight to his field. 
After that will come the Futurity on Oc- 
tober 9. and there is a_ possibility of 
Nashua competing in the Anticipation 
Purse the Monday before the big race. 

Speaking of the Futurity, it seems that 
Royal Coinage. Pyrenees. Georgian, and 
a few others will be holding fort against 
a field of assorted offspring of *Nas- 
rullah. Horses will ship in for the big Bel- 
mont fall session from all parts of the 
country, Murcain Stable’s Blue Ruler, 
winner of the Del Mar Futurity, is com- 
ing East for the rich race, and the best 
of the young crop from other sections 
also will be on hand. Sounds like fun.

“Mister Black Case Reviewed; 


Some Evidence 


CHICAGO 

The case of *Mister Black bids fair to 
become a cause celebre in veterinary and 
race track jurisprudence, particularly in 
the matter of administering medicaments 
to a horse which is being pointed for a 
specific race within a period of a few 
days. 

In meting out suspensions of 60 days 
each to Dr. Alexander Harthill and trainer 
Logan Fischer and 30 days to trainer 
Harry Trotsek. the Illinois Racing Board 
seemed altogether unhappy in playing the 
roles which, they felt, obliged them to 
impose the penalties in compliance with 
their own rules. 

The board members did enjoy the priv- 
ilege of exonerating completely owner 
Allie E. Reuben, his wife. and the groom

involved in the case, Walter Hamilton. 
Furthermore. the board expressed the be- 
lief that Trotsek, Harthill, and Fischer 
had been guilty only of acts of omission, 
rather than any wilful violation of the 
rules, 

In summarizing its decision of Septem- 
ber 9 the board stated: “If the rules had 
been observed by Dr. Harthill and Logan 
Fischer, and if Harry Trotsek had used 
even the slightest degree of diligence. 
there is little doubt that the matter would 
have been avoided.” 

Similar observations had been made by 
chairman Paul Serdar and commissioners 
William S. Miller and Frank R. Warton 
during the slow. tedious progress of the 
long hearing, which, however, was not 
entirely without its ludicrous moments,

The board’s final decision is understood to 
have been unanimous. 


The prominence and the excellent rec- 
ords and reputations of the principals in 
the case were pointed out by the board, 
who also said they were aware of some of 
the unfortunate implications which grew 
out of the case. While not saying so in 
exact language, the board obviously shares 
with many other persons the belief that 
no entirely satisfactory “anti-stimulation” 
rule has yet been written. 

The *Mister Black case received such 
widespread publicity it may sound para- 
doxical now io assert it probably needs a 
chronological review and additional com. 
ment in order to be understood clearly by 
those who wish to know the facts. Also, 
the “inconclusive evidence” mentioned by 
the board requires further attention. 

On Wednesday, August 11, at Washing- 
ton Park. the 5-year-old Argentine-bred 
stallion *Mister Black, owned by Hasty 
House Farm of Allie E, Reuben, of Toledo, 
Ohio. “tied up” as a sequel to an attack 
of azoturia. It is important in this case to 
point out that azoturia and its complica- 
tions form one of the most acute and con-

troversial of equine ailments, one which, 
despite its rather common occurrence, is 
greatly misunderstood as to its nature, 
causes, manifestations, sequels, duration, 
period of recovery, general effects, and 
over-all importance in its relation to the 
health of the horse. 

The lawyers in the case had quite a 
mental tussle with azoturia and “tie-up,” 
focusing their attention on the kidneys 
and bladder and the time and_ place, 
when and where *Mister Black urinated 
and how much. The purpose of that line 
of questioning never was made clear. 

Dr, Harthill, veterinarian who regularly 
attends the Hasty House horses, admin- 
istered diuretics to *Mister Black hypo- 
dermically and also orally with a dose 
syringe on the morning of August 11. 
Later the same morning, Fischer, a_li- 
censed trainer and chief assistant to head 
trainer Trotsek, administered another oral 
dose on Dr. Harthill’s instructions. The 
veterinarian recommended an_ additional 
dose the following morning. and left a 
bottle of medicine for that purpose, but 
Fischer said such a dose was not given. 
According to the testimony, no medicine 
of any description was administered to 
*Mister Black by any known person sub- 
sequent to August 11. 

*Mister Black made a quick and ap- 
parently complete recovery (as frequently 
happens in cases of “tie-up”), ran for and 
won the $25,000 Grassland Handicap the 
following Saturday, August 14. establish- 
ing a new track record, 1:4845 for 114 
miles on the Washington Park grass 
course. 

Routine urinalysis following the race 
disclosed the presence of a drug of the 
nature of amphetamine in a sample of 
*Mister Black’s urine. The “tie-up” rem- 
edy administered by Dr. Harthill on Au- 
gust 11 to *Mister Black had contained a 
drug of that nature, It also contained 
caffeine, which did not show in the urin- 
alysis. 

As automatic results of the positive 
finding of amphetamine, Hasty House 
Farm was deprived of the  winner’s 
$17.000, while Harthill, Fischer. and *Mis- 
ter Black’s groom, Hamilton, were sus- 
pended by the Washington Park stewards. 
Later the Illinois Racing Board suspended 
Trotsek also, pending an investigation by 
the board. 

Trotsek saddled the 2-year-old filly, 
Alspal, on August 11 for her victory in 
the Mademoiselle Stakes. He left during 
the early hours of August 12 to join Mr, 
and Mrs. Reuben at the Saratoga yearling 
sales, returning to Washington Park on 
August 14 in time to saddle *Mister Black 
for the Grassland Handicap. 

Both Reuben and Trotsek testified that 
no one had told them, prior to the report 
of the positive urinalysis, that *Mister 
Black had tied up or that any medicine 
had been administered to the horse. Sim- 


ilar testimony was given by Fischer and 
Hamilton, who said they had not consid- 
ered the incident of sufficient importance 
to report to their bosses. 

Rule 252 of the Illinois Racing Board 
reads as follows: “Whenever any medi- 
eation of a prohibitive nature is admin- 
istered orally, hypodermically, or extern- 
ally to a horse by a veterinarian or other 
person, a written’ report of such adminis- 
tration. signed by the veterinarian and the 
trainer. shall be filed within 24 hours (on 
forms prescribed by the board) with the 
veterinarian representing the Illinois 
Racing Board.” 

According to the testimony, neither Dr, 
Harthill nor any attache of Hasty House 
Farm complied with this rule (new this 
year). In mitigation, Dr. Harthill said he 
had not thought there was “the remotest 
chance” any trace of the drug he admin- 
istered on August 11 would remain in any 
part of the horse’s system until August 14. 
He also questioned the ethics of a rule 
requiring a_ veterinarian to reveal to 
others the nature of medicines prescribed 
for his patients. 

At this juncture of the inquiry commis- 
sioner Miller interposed the remark that 
“the most unfortunate thing about this un- 
fortunate case” was the fact it would not 
have occurred if Rule 252 had been com. 
plied with, as the horse then would have 
been placed on the official veterinarian’s 
list and would not have been permitted to 
start until removed from that list, Chair- 
man Serdar stated the purpose of the rule 
was to protect, not only the public, but 
the trainers and veterinarians concerned 
with the administration of medications to 
horses. 

During the progress of the investiga- 
tion other tests of the same medicine 
which had been administered to *Mister 
Black were made on 8 different horses. 
Four of these tests were negative, 2 were 
positive for both amphetamine and caf- 
feine. and 2 were positive for caffeine 
only. *Mister Black himself was one of 
the test animals which had a_ negative 
return. 

As a result of these tests. Dr. Warren 
L. Skinner. veterinarian for the Tlinois 
Racing Board. testified to his belief that 
some medication containing the drugs 
mentioned had been administered to * Mis- 
ter Black subsequent to August 11 and 
prior to his winning race on August 14. On 
this point the board held the evidence to 
be inconclusive, “notwithstanding a_re- 
vealed discrepancy between the quantity 
of medicine found in the bottle by the 
stewards, the quantity admittedly admin- 
istered. and the quantity the bottle origin- 
ally contained.” 

“There is evidence to support the sup- 
position that the medicatién administered 
on August 11 could have been the cause 
of the positive presence of the drug dis- 
closed in the urine test. but this evidence

must be regarded as inconclusive,” the 
ruling continued. 

“There is evidence to support the sup- 
position that a drug in the nature of 
Amphetamine was given *Mister Black 
subsequent to August 11 and prior to his 
race on August 14, but this evidence is 
defective and must be regarded as_in- 
conclusive.” 

Confronted with the situation as above 
stated. the board was reluctant to impose 
the more severe penalties authorized 
under Rule 254. which holds the trainer 
to be the “absolute insurer of and _re- 
sponsible for the condition of the horses 
entered in a race, regardless of the acts 
of a third party.” 

As an interesting sidelight to the case, 
Reuben testified that Hasty House Farm 
(his racing stable) is a subsidiary of 
the Allie E. Reuben Company, a corpora- 
tion which serves as a parent or holding 
company for all his operations as a finan- 
cier and realtor, and that he is president 
and owns all the stock of the corporation. 

On August 28 following the Grassland 
Handicap. *Mister Black disappointed 
Reuben by finishing tenth and last in the 
Meadowland Handicap, although the race 
was won by a stablemate. *Stan. For the 
one-mile Chicago Handicap on Haw- 
thorne’s grass course on September 11 
Reuben nominated *Mister Black, *Stan, 
Ruhe. and Sea O Erin, but elected to 
start only the latter 3-year-old. Sea O 
Erin finished third to Vantage and Pre- 
cious Stone. beaten two necks. 

During Trotsek’s 30-day suspension, 
which was made retroactive to August 23, 
the Hasty House horses are being trained 
by Earl Wooldridge, The 60-day suspen- 
sions of Fischer and Dr. Harthill were 
made retroactive to August 17. 


1,107 AT KEENELAND 


The Breeders’ Sales Company last week 
said it would sell 1.107 horses during its 
fall sale at Keeneland. 

The first session, opening at 10:30 a. m., 
Monday. October 18, will include 23 
horses of racing age—21 in the dispersal 
of Sam E, Wilson and 2 from the estate 
of Ben F, Whitaker. 

The yearling sale will be held Tuesday 
afternoon. October 26, to Friday night, 
October 29. A total of 652 yearlings are 
being catalogued. 346 fillies and 306 colts, 
Afternoon and evening sessions will be 
held each day. 

A sale of breeding stock. weanlings, and 
horses of other ages. will open Monday 
afternoon. November 1, and will end Wed- 
nesdav afternoon, November 3. The 432 
horses in this sale will be sold in 3 after- 
noon sessions and 2 evening sessions. In- 
cluded are 307 broodmares. 108 weanlings. 
1 stallions. and 13 other horses. Among 
the leading consignors is the Aga Khan, 
who will sell 20 mares. 
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Mr. Clark Goes to the Races 


Robert Sterling Clark, though he has 
had a stable of Thoroughbreds since the 
1920's. rarely goes to the races (they 
make him “nervous”). even to see his own 
horses run. He was in a New York hos- 
pital when his Never Say Die won the 
English Derby this year, but he probably 
would not have seen the race if he had 
been resident in London. He had stayed 
away when his *Galatea II won the One 
Thousand Guineas and Oaks of 1939. 

When the 78-year-old owner finally 
broke down and went out to see a couple 
of his horses run he picked a good day for 
it. At Doncaster September 11 his 5-year- 
old Tip the Bottle. by Court Martial, won 
the Town Moor Handicap by 2 lengths, 
and his Derby winner Never Say Die won 
the St. Leger by 12, When the Leger win- 
ner returned to the stands Clark gave him 
a kiss and a handful of candy, shed a few 
happy tears, and guessed he would “prob. 
ably let him run again next year.” 

Rainy weather, which continued until 
the day before the St. Leger, had softened 


the track so much that the good mudder 
By Thunder! had superseded Never Say 
Die as favorite in the final call-over, the 
night before the race. A bright sun return- 
ed the Derby winner to favoritism. at 10 
to 3. by post time. 

Sir Victor Sassoon’s Elopement. by 
Rockefella. was second, 4 lengths ahead 
of the third. Marcel Boussac’s Estremadur. 
By Thunder! was fourth, Walter Jeffords’ 
Blue Prince II fifth. Johnny Longden fin- 
ished tenth with Blue Sail. owned by Max 
Bell and Frank McMahon, of Canada. 
William Woodward Jr.'s Ambler II was 
still farther back. 

Never Say Die ran the 134 miles and 
132 yards in 3:1085 to earn the £13,472 
($37.721) first money and duplicate the 
1881 feat of Iroquois in winning the Derby 
and St. Leger, Gerald McElligott. who 
for years has managed Clark’s racing 
affairs in England, found a first for Never 
Say Die: he was the first American-bred 
horse which had won both the Derby and 
St. Leger under the colors of his breeder.

The first of these went to the gray filly 
Chimere Fabuleuse (Coaraze—Nine II, 
by Nino). which previously had run 6 
times without winning. but always in good 
company. She followed the pacemaker 
Sembrana (Hyperion—Orlamonde, by As- 
terus) and beat her a length and a half, 
Third, a short neck back, was Haridelle, 
by Sunny Boy, winner of the Prix Van. 
teaux. Albanilla (Pharis—Tourzima, by 
Tourbillon) was fourth, making a prom. 
ising run in her second start of the year, 


The Prix de Chantilly turned into a 
match between the Prix de Diane winner 
Tahiti (Tornado—Gradisca. by *Goya II) 
and the Prix Lupin winner Sica Boy 
(Sunny Boy—Sica, by Meridien), which 
had finished third in the Prix du Jockey 
Club and unplaced in the Grand Prix de 
Paris. Tahiti, after a waiting race, shot 
to the front, followed by the Ostend G. P.

outsider in the field of 9 colts. Four horses 
were closely lapped at the end of the 
2.000-meter race. with Los Patrios Stable’s 
Basajuan the winner. “half a neck” in 
front of Agasajo. Earthquake was third 
and Heroico fourth. The Polla de Potril- 
los (Guineas) winner Doron was fifth, 2 
lengths back of the blanket finish. 


Basajuan, a non-winner. is by Embrujo 
(by Congreve) out of Basilea. by Full Sail 
out of Baroness Elsie. by Stedfast. 

Doron. which had won the Polla de 
Potrillos. beating Earthquake by 1°4 
lengths. is by Milon (Congreve) out of 
Souvant, by Resalao (by Adam’s Apple). 


Elite. unbeaten winner of the Polla de 
Potraneas (One Thousand Guineas). was 
unable to run in the G. P. Productos Ar- 
gentinos because of having been injured 
in an accident. She is by Seductor (Full 
Sail) out of Eme. by Lord Wembley. sec- 
ond dam Ponzona. by Congreve. 

Important recent tests for older stayers 
include the 3.000-meter Premio Chaca- 


buco. won by Pontino (by Embrujo), and 
the 4.000-meter Premio General Pueyrre- 
don, in which Pontino did not run, victory 
going easily to Manganga (by Gulf 
Stream), which had finished fourth in the 
Chacabuco. 


THE WRONG SPECIMEN 


“A serious error’—analysis of the 
wrong urine sample—recently resulted 
in a brief suspension for trainer David 
E. Mowen at Hagerstown race track in 
Maryland. Mowen’s horse. Shilly Shally, 
finished third in a race at Hagerstown on 
August 20. The urine specimen showed 
traces of a drug of the nature of ampheta- 
mine. Mowen was suspended and his case 
referred to the Maryland State Racing 
Commission. 

At the hearing before the racing commis- 
sion, the specimen was introduced as evi- 
dence. Dr. John Herculson, chemist for 
the State of Maryland. then examined the 
numbered tags on the specimen and found 
that they did not match. Dr, Herculson 
said. “A serious error has been made,” 
and he recommended dismissal of the 
charge against Mowen. D. Eldred Rine- 
hart. chairman of the commission, said 
the hearing would be adjourned until 
additional evidence could be presented. 
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Flash Fire Kills 28 Horses 


In Hawthorne’s 3rd Disaster 


Fire destroyed a wooden barn at Haw- 
thorne race track, near Chicago, on Sep- 
tember 11, killing 28 Thoroughbreds and 
2 lead ponies. Value of the horses was 
estimated at about $200,000. and damage 
to the barn and equipment was estimated 
at $50.000. 

The fire was discovered at 9:30 p. m. 
by guests at a wedding reception being 
held in the track’s kitchen, a short dis- 
tance from the barn. Several men rushed 
to the barn to free the horses, but the 
flames already had destroyed most of the 
barn. Nine horses, including 2 ponies, 
were saved. 

Robert F. Carey, Hawthorne managing 
director, said the cause of the fire had not 


been determined, but “an investigation 
will. be carried forward immediately.” 
Firemen thought that defective wiring 


might have been the cause, but Carey 
said that the barn had been rewired a few 
months before. 

Carey said that Hawthorne would stage 
a series of “extra” races to provide funds 
for the owners whose horses were killed. 
“We do not yet know the exact number 
of races we will run in this series,” he 
said, “but we immediately applied for and 
received permission from the Illinois 
Racing Board to carry out this project.” 

Joseph Kohout, president of the central 
division of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, wired Irving Gush- 
en, HBPA president, and asked for “finan- 
cial assistance through donations from our 
other divisions. . . . Because of the great 
amount of financial loss, we also ask you 
to appeal to other tracks now running and 
their respective state racing commissions 
to grant permission to run a ninth race 
and send the proceeds to our disaster 
fund.” 

Among the horses destroyed was Carl 
Graham’s Will See, a 2-year-old by I 
Will—Brandon Rose, which won the Bowie 
Kindergarten Stakes and finished second 
in the first division of the Joliet Stakes. 
The Bowie victory was taken away from 
him after an investigation showed he had 
been given a shot of penicillin, containing 
procaine, about 48 hours before the race. 
Graham estimated Will See’s value at 
$50,000. Also destroyed was Milt Mosko- 
witz’s Royal Roy, a 2-year-old colt by 
Yellow Tulip—Autumn Night. winner of 
the Ak-Sar-Ben Futurity and the Ak-Sar- 
Ben Juvenile Stakes. 


Other horses killed were: Lady De- 


kover, Live Gem, and Dads Degree, all 
owned by Graham; Whither, Foxy Wager, 


Grecian Valor, Pete’s Vigil. Belton Boy, 
Hierarch, Sagapo, Anukita, and Naval 
Ace, all owned by Mrs, R. L. Reineman; 
Run Red Run, Noble Dress. and Wiser 
Yet, all owned by C. D. Boyd; Lexa and 
Melody Fair. owned by H. Bergston; 
Seventy Seven. Reinforce. and Black 
Canasta. all owned by Blossom Stable; 
Gay Hunter, Dink, and Rapa, all owned 
by Aspine Stable; Golden Crest, owned by 
C. S. Wightman; Blue Roger, owned by 
Mrs. C. C. Miller: and Truly Fair II, 
owned by Duan Terry. 

All of the horses owned by Graham. 
Boyd, and Mrs, Reineman were insured; 
none of the others were. 

The fire was the third major fire at 
Hawthorne in the last 6 years. Two barns 
and 4 horses were destroyed last year 
and one barn and 27 horses were destroy- 
ed in 1948. Carey said Hawthorne planned 
to replace the burned barn with a con- 
crete and steel stable. 


Charity vs. Taxes 


A California Senate interim committee, 
meeting in Los Angeles, this week was 
continuing its investigation of charity 
racing. Of particular concern to the com- 
mittee was the operation of Del Mar race 
track, which was bought 3 months ago by 
a group backed by Texans Sid Richard- 
son and Clint Murchison. 

The hearings were begun September 7, 
and one of the first bits of news to turn 
up was the fact that Richardson and 
Murchison had not invested more than 
$15,000 of their own money in the 2-mil- 
lion-dollar transaction, handled by Lee 
Kaiser, of Fewell and Company. It also 
was developed that Operating Company, 
an organization set up to administer the 
track for Boys, Inc., would require ap- 
proximately 4 years to pay off its indebted- 
ness, and during this time Boys, Inc., pre- 
sumably would not begin collecting an 
appreciable share of Del Mar profits, 

What had the legislators worried was 
a loss in tax money through charitable 
operation of the track. Auditor A. Alan 
Post estimated the State would lose 
$29,183 in corporation franchise taxes and 
that the Federal government would lose 
$263.000 in corporation income taxes. 

Said Sen. Dale Williams: “While the 
application was submitted as a charity, it 
would be 4 or 5 years before charity 
would receive any benefit, Most of the in- 
come would be used to pay off stock- 
holders of Operating Company. 


“We're not questioning Boys. Inc., as 


a charitable foundation, but the State 
would lose revenue, and in a sense it’s 
a tax dodge.” 

On September 11, while the hearing still 
was going on in Los Angeles, Murchison 
told reporters at Del Mar that he and 
Richardson already have arranged credits 
needed to construct a $300,000 to $400,000 
center for boys in San Diego County. He 
also made it clear he was piqued by at- 
tention the Del Mar deal has been given. 

A Los Angeles Times reporter had Mur- 
chison saying that if California didn’t 
want the money he wasn’t going to force 
it on them, 

“T am sure the public will be with us if 
presented with the facts. We are merely 
using our credit to get Boys, Inc.. started, 
and we are not waiting for Boys, Inc., to 
earn the money to pay out the cost of the 
race track.” he said. “This is no tax dodge, 
We have the Rockefeller Foundation. the 
Ford Foundation, and others. Why not 
Boys. Inc?” 

His parting quotes: “Personally, I am 
just about ready to pull out of the propo- 
sition because of adverse criticism. It 
appears to be just as hard to give money 
away intelligently as to make it.” 


Ruidoso’s Borrowed Buzzer 


The racing secretary of Ruidoso Downs 
and 5 other men were suspended _ this 
week, pending a hearing by the New Mex- 
ico State Racing Commission, for irregu- 
larities at the little resort track. 

Stewards suspended racing secretary A. 
R. Barrett for “failing to report the find- 
ing of an electrical buzzer . . , in the 
color room”; Robert Hays, leading jockey 
at the meeting. for using a battery on a 
9-year-old gelding, Three Rivers, before 
a race; Charles Weatherly, owner, trainer, 
and jockey’s agent, for giving the battery 
to Hays; Ralph H. Chappel, owner and 
trainer of Three Rivers, for borrowing 
the battery for Weatherly from Bob Ar- 
nett, another owner; and Arnett, for giv- 
ing the battery to Chappel. 

Owner L. R. Rogers was suspended and 
fined $250 for feeding a tonic containing 
strychnine to 4 horses, causing them to 
be scratched from their races on Labor 
Day. 


Any Old Mutuel Tickets? 


A San Diego (Calif.) judge has ruled 
that the Del Mar Turf Club must pay 
winning pari-mutuel tickets on Lady Cover 
Up, which finished second in the 1953 
Debutante Stakes at Del Mar, After the 
race, it was discovered that Frosty Dawn, 
which won, was not eligible. B. R. Rob- 
erts, trainer of Lady Cover Up, then filed 
suit to force the track to pay bets made 
on Lady Cover Up. The ruling only con- 
firmed a policy already announced by Sid

VETERINARY 


X-Ray and Surgical Procedures: 
A Bold Venture Well Under Way 


Dr. E. W. Thomas. Lexington veteri- 
narian, last year initiated a “major move” 
—his own terminology for a whopping 
gamble in equipment for specialized 
services in the veterinary field. He built 
a small horse-hospital with X-ray equip- 
ment and a_ horse-sized operating table 
built according to his own specifications. 
This year he is installing, next door to 
Keeneland Race Course, an expensive 
X-ray therapy unit, The 2 clinics cost 
about $45,000. 

At the dinner meeting of the Thorough- 
bred Club of America at the Lafayette 
Hotel on the evening of September 9 Dr. 
Thomas was the principal speaker. The 
title of his discussion was “Equine X-Ray 
and Surgical Procedures.” and the care- 
ful attention of the big crowd in attend- 
ance was evidence of strong interest in the 
subject—and in the gamble. 

Dr. Thomas spoke from rough notes, 
and at the end exhibited a number of X- 
ray negatives the like of which most of 
his audience had never seen, including 
pictures of shoulder joints and other shots 
requiring deep penetration, taken in ex- 
posures of 1/20 to 1/60 of a second. 

“After this short period of time,” he 
said, “I am able to report I do not con- 
sider my pioneering any more as a gam- 
ble, but think that it is on a sound struc- 
tural basis.” 

Advancement in equine surgery, Dr. 
Thomas said, had been retarded by 5 
major factors: 

(1) Lack of co-operative effort within 
the veterinary profession. 

(2) Reluctance of insurance companies 
to permit surgery. “They have become 
more lenient in granting permission for 
operations, and are now prepared to work 
more closely with the veterinarian who is 
capable and has the facilities to perform 
aseptic surgery.” 

(3) Lack of safe anesthetic agents. 
“Drugs available for equine anesthesia 
have not been reliable or ideal, but 
through practice, experimentation, and 
selected methods of administration I am 
happy to report that we have been able 
to work out a satisfactory routine for an- 
esthetizing a horse. For example, the last 
horse we had on the operating table for 
major surgery, we put him to sleep in 4 
minutes. kept him on the table for 3 hours. 
then moved him to the recovery room 
where he rested quietly on his side for 
21% hours. We then allowed him to stand 
and turned him loose in the stall, At no 


time during this procedure did he strug- 
ele.” 

(4) Cost of equipment and instruments, 
most of which have to be specially design- 
ed and made. 

(5) The speculative nature of equine 
surgery. and the long hours of work neces- 
sary to establish operational techniques. 

Dr. Thomas .thought that he was well 
along in his race against the natural haz- 
ards of his venture. 

“We are doing operations that 3 or 4 
years ago I didn’t think possible. We 
have operated in joints, tendons, the head, 
throat. legs, ligaments, bursas, and abdo- 
men. 

“If assistance is needed, we rely on a 
group of specialized medical surgeons, Our 
staff. if we may call it that, includes the 
chief anesthesiologist of a local hospital, 
an orthopedic surgeon, urology specialist, 
abdominal, oral, and chest surgeons, and 
an eye surgeon. Most of these M. D.’s 
work without fee, with one objective in 
mind—a contribution to the advancement 
of equine surgery.” 

For diagnostic purposes Dr. Thomas 
uses a 24-inch endoscope which “took 
me a year and a half to design.” As an 
improvement on this instrument for in- 
specting the insides of a horse he reported 
that he is now working on a_ flexible 
endoscope “for seeing around corners.” 

Dr. Thomas described the X-ray ma- 
chines at his 2 clinics near Lexington 
and their uses for diagnostic and thera- 
peutic purposes. 

“The biological effect of X-rays on tis- 
sues is based upon the difference in sensi- 
tivity between normal cells and cells of 
inflammatory origin. Normal cells may 
rebuild and repair after exposure to X- 
ray doses which are destructive to ab- 
normal cells, 

“X-rays are very dangerous if not in- 
telligently used, They are similar to many 
of the drugs we use for medication of 
horses in that, if they are properly used 
and under competent guidance, they are 
valuable for therapeutic aid, but if used 
carelessly will cause irreparable damage. 

“In treating a horse for unsoundness 
we have found that X-ray therapy is ben- 
eficial for knee lameness, early ringbone 
formation, young osselets, strains and 
sprains of the joints, and shoulder lame- 
ness. It is also recommended as an aid 
in the healing of fractured bones, as it 
relieves pain and minimizes the roughness 
or irregularity in the area of the fracture. 
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“The more acute the unsoundness of 
the leg. the quicker and better are the 
results from X-ray therapy. 

“In treating knee conditions we recom- 
mend taking an X-ray picture, which helps 
us determine the amount of rest needed 
after treatment, or whether any rest is 
needed. It also reveals the part of the 
joint that is involved, so that, if injection 
of a drug is indicated, we know the exact 
point to make the injection.”

Richardson and Clint Murchison, who re- 
cently gained control of Del Mar. 

The ruling, handed down by Judge Joe 
Snell. of San Diego Superior Court, said: 

“The defendant, Del Mar Turf Club, a 
corporation, shall recompute the pari- 
mutuel pool of . .. the Del Mar Debutante 
Stakes race of August 29, 1953... . Said 
recomputation shall be made on a basis 
that Lady Cover Up was the lawful winner 
of said race, that Dixie Valor was law- 
fully placed second in said race, and that 
Sweet as Honey was lawfully placed third 
in said race. Said recomputation shall de- 
termine the respective amounts properly 
due and payable on the various pari-mu- 
tuel tickets sold at Del Mar race track on 
three horses above named as the winner, 
second, and third, respectively, in said 
race.” 

Judge Snell said that Del Mar would be 
held responsible only for actual tickets 
presented, and that affidavits on lost or 
destroyed tickets would not be accepted. 

The Snell decision, which probably will 
be left uncontested, since no one will ap- 
pear against it, is the first legal dictum 
opposing the racing tradition that no 
changes in the pay-off may be made after 
the result has become official. It will 
worry race track management, and may 
start a new hobby in the U. S.—saving 
old pari-mutuel tickets. 


Palm Springs Insists 


The California Horse Racing Board 
has been ordered to show cause why it 
denied the application of the Palm 
Springs Turf Club to conduct Thorough- 
bred racing at Palm Springs, Calif. (THE 
Bioop-HorseE of August 14, page 415.) 

At the time of the denial the board 
gave no reason for its action. Superior 
Court Judge O. K. Martin, of Riverside, 
gave the board until September 24 to 
answer the show-cause order, which was 
issued in response to a petition by the 
club for a writ of mandamus. After the 
racing board’s answer is filed, Judge 
Martin will set a date to hear the case. 

When the permit for Thoroughbred rac- 
ing was denied the board granted a per- 
mit for the construction of a Quarter 
Horse track at Palm Springs,

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OBITUARY 


H. C. (Bud) Fisher 


Harry Coaway (Bud) Fisher. creator 
of the Mutt and Jeff comic strip and en- 
thusiastic Thoroughbred owner. breeder, 
and plunger of the 1920’s. died of cancer 
the morning of September 7 at the Roose- 
velt Hospital. New York City. He was 69. 

The son of a piano salesman, Mr. Fisher 
was born April 3. 1885. in Chicago. He 
was graduated from high school there, 
spent 3 years at the University of Chicago, 
then moved to California with his family. 
He went to werk as an artist for the San 
Francisco Chronicle in 1906, a year later 
began his Mutt and Jeff cartoons, In 1908 
he joined William Randolph Hearst at 
the San Francisco Examiner, and in 1909 
was sent to New York. In 1915 Mr. Fisher 
left Hearst to join the Wheeler Syndicate 
for $1.000 a week. his first taste of big 
money, A few years later the Bell Syndi- 
cate took over his daily strip. and young 
Fisher was off to the races. 


For several years Fisher had been a 
paying customer at the mutuel windows 
of many of the nation’s race tracks. and 
late in 1920. while visiting in New Or- 
leans. he challenged trainer Alex B. Gor- 
don to buy him a winning race horse. 
Gordon picked out a consistent 2-year- 


old by the name of Muskallonge. and 
Fisher started him for the first time on 


January 1. 1921, at the Fair Grounds. 
Most of the money. including $10.000 
of Fisher’s, was riding on him. and he 
won at 7 to 5. 

In the next few years Fisher had Sport- 
ing Blood. winner of the Latonia Cham- 
pionship; Violinist. a useful allowance 
performer: Mr. Mutt. second in the Bel- 
mont Stakes of 1924; and the top-class 
filly Nellie Morse (named for Mr. Fish- 
ers mother). which won the Preakness. 
Fashion Stakes. and the Pimlico Oaks. All 
these were trained by Alex Gordon. 

The fortunes of Fisher’s racing stable 
declined after a few very successful years. 
By that time he had a small band of 
broodmares. based at Thomas Piatt’s 
Brookdale Farm. Lexington. He sold out 
his mares and their weanlings and year- 
lings in the fall of 1931, just in time to 
escape prominence as a_ breeder, Nellie 
Morse went to Calumet Farm for $6,100. 
and the following year produced Nellie 
Flag. which became one of Calumet’s best 
foundation mares. yearling filly by 
Bunting—Mirthful was knocked down to 
T. C. Piatt for $1.000 and the next year 
became a stakes winner under the colors 
of John Marsch. for whom she later pro- 
duced Occupation. Occupy. and others. 

In 1912 Mr. Fisher married Pauline 
Welch. They were divorced in 1917, and in 
1925 he married Aedita Stuart. from whom 


he was legally separated several years ago. 

Services were held September 9 at the 
Campbell Funeral Church in New York, 
cartoonist Rube Goldberg delivering the 
eulogy. 


Col. John H. Kintner 


Col. John H. Kintner. 62. director of 
the Grayson Foundation laboratory at 
College Park. Md., died August 28 at 
Walter Reed Hospital. Washington, D. C. 

Colonel Kintner. one of the pioneers of 
the Army veterinary laboratory service. 
was well known as an investigator of ani- 
mal diseases, His studies on osteomalacia 
in the Philippines. while he was a mem- 
ber of the Medical Department Research 
Board. found it to be a nutritional de- 
ficiency disease preventable by mineral 
supplementation of the rations fed to 
horses and mules. 

In 1943 Colonel Kintner was selected 
to head the veterinary section of the Pan 
American Sanitary Bureau in making the 
first comprehensive study of the inci- 
dence of animal disease in Mexico, Cen- 
tral America. and Colombia. He retired in 
1946 but was recalled to active duty in 
the office of the Surgeon General until 
1948, 

Since 1948 he had been director of the 
Grayson Foundation’s project on equine 
influenza at the University of Maryland.

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Those Wonderful Texans 


At Ambitious Ruidoso 


by Ralph Looney 
Ruiposo, N. M. 


Ruidoso is a log-cabin community which 
hugs the winding valley of the Ruidoso 
River. It is a one-street town in which 
about 4.000 voting residents manage to 
make a living from a fairly constant sum- 
mertime population of about 35.000 tour- 
ists. It has a generous share of saloons 
and honky-tonks, a full round of thriving 
eating places. novelty businesses, and. in 
good Western tradition. a number of shoot- 
ing galleries. It also has Ruidoso Downs. 

On Saturday night. when the joints are 
moving with country music, those who 
can’t get in walk up and down the nar- 
row streets. and during these times it is 
dificult to wheel a Cadillac through the 
town without knocking off a few Stetsons. 


Under each Stetson is a Texan. and 


Ruidoso is one community in New Mexico 
where the natives find it easy to overlook 
what the Texans did to the Rio Grande 
River. Texans are loved here—deeply and 
reverently—because they are about the 


only breed left which can pay $15 for a 
$5 bedroom. 

Texans also play the horses. and were 
it not for these players Ruidoso wouldn't 
have a race track and so many tourists 
with so many wonderful appetites. 

Decked out in cowboy boots and wide- 
brimmed hats these Texans arrive by the 
thousands each hot week-end. Far out- 
numbering the New Mexicans, in a few 
years they have helped to create an up- 
and-coming race track out of a meadow 
where a few Quarter Horse fanciers used 
to get together to run off match races 
Last year they helped give the Downs a 
54.7 per cent increase in its pari-mutuel 
handle. 

Jim and Gene Hensley. the amateur 
racing entrepeneurs who took over man- 
agement of the track in 1952. proudly tell 
you this was the largest increase recorded 
by any track anywhere. This year they 
had an increase of 22.3 per cent, 

What makes all this astonishing is that 
Ruidoso really is the backwoods. far from 
any major city. High in the lofty Saera-

must depend on cities hundreds of miles 
away for patrons. The closest) town of 
any consequence is Roswell, N. M.. about 
70 miles eastward. El Paso is the nearest 
metropolitan center. and it lies 130 miles 
southwest. Between here and the towns 
there ismt much but sagebrush and yucea 
and lonesome landscape. 

But the crowds manage to get here. 
anyway. And most of them come from 
the booming oil fields of West Texas— 
cities like Midland. Odessa. Big Spring 
and San Angelo—-300 and 400° miles by 
road, 

Each week reservations are made from 
cities as far away as Dallas Fort 
Worth and Corpus Christi, 

Two factors undoubtedly play a part in 
Ruidoso’s drawing power. The town is 
quite a pleasant place when the sun is 
scorching the West Texas plains. Its 
7.000-foot altitude and tall) green pines 
mean cool nights and = pleasantly warm 
days, 

The other factor is the track’s manage- 
ment. which seems to be making a sincere 
effort to improve both the quality of 
racing facilities for horsemen and 
fans alike. 

Certainly not the least of Ruidoso’s ap- 
peal is its picture-book setting—lofty 
mountains and piny woods. The chief 
business is lodging. and pleasant hotels 
and camps are scattered everywhere among 
the trees along the miles-long Main Street. 
The visitors create a continuous traffic 
jam. but strangely enough cause little 
trouble. The town’s newspaper boasts that 
there hasn't been a violent death in Ruid- 
oso in years. Crime. it says. is practically 
non-existent. 

The crowds. both in town and at the 
track. have the easy-going informality of 
dress and manner so typical of the South- 
west. No Homburgs at Ruidoso. but plenty 
of Stetsons. The faney club house at the 
track numbers more than 25 Texas mil- 
lionsires among its members. but you 
couldn't distinguish them--in dress at 
least from anyone else, 


THE BEGINNING. Gambling was the 
beginning of Ruidoso. but the town 
didn’t really begin to grow until that was 
cleaned up. Until the summer of 1949 the 
village was wide open in the best  tradi- 
tion of the West. with blackjack. craps. 
and roulette. The one-armed bandit was 
the staple stock in trade. But an unsym- 
pathetic governor cracked down. and gam- 
bling never has made a_ reappearance. 
There were those who said the end_ of 
gambline spelled finish for the town, In- 
stead. the place flourished as never be- 
fore. principally because of the race track, 

The track itself didn’t amount to much, 
according to Ruidoso natives. until last 
year. when the Hensleys bought control. 

As recently as the war years, Lincoln 
County’s own brand of horsemen, such as

Hix, and Pete Daniels. were matching 
their best Quarter Horses on Ruidoso’s 
main street. Then. in 1945. they moved 
“down the road a ways” to a wide. grassy 
mountain) meadow and “drug off” a 
straight-away. That straightaway. part of 
which still exists in the long chute at the 
head of the Downs’ homestretch. was the 
beginning of formal racing, 

It wasn't long until the simple straight- 
away had become a °,-mile oval which ran 
uphill for part of the distance. Bleachers 
were built. and by 1948 these had been 
turned into a tiny grandstand. That year 
mutuel machines made their appearance. 
and formal racing with State recognition 
was a reality. In 12 days of racing the 
track produced a handle of $548.676, By 
1951, the handle had jumped to $912.530 
and in 1952 the figure increased to $1.904.- 
508. By this year it had zoomed to $3.605.- 
150. Piecemeal additions had increased 
the grandstand’s seating capacity to 2.500; 
barns had been built and the track boast- 
ed a paddock, albeit a rough one. 

The oval itself was pretty crude until 
this year. according to horsemen who 
raced there. It became a bog after a rain- 
storm, and when it finally dried out was 
closer to conerete than soil, the 
horses still had an uphill climb coming 
into the homestretch. 

That was the situation when the Hens- 
leys entered the picture. Wholesale liquor 


dealers in Phoenix. the closest they had 
come to racing was the pari-mutuel win- 
dow, but the sport appealed to them and 
they saw possibilities in the Downs. They 
bought 70 per cent of the stock. and the 
balance was distributed among 29 other 
men from Texas and New Mexico, 


THE WAY UP. The first season proved 
better than they had hoped. Twenty-eight 
days of racing produced a handle of 
$2.947.781. and the Downs was on_ its 
way. 

That first year put racing in the Hens- 
leys’ blood, and they plowed back into 
improvements practically every nickel they 
made, This was in line with their judg- 
ment that to keep patrons coming back 
week after week over such great distances. 
it was necessary to give them their money's 
worth. That meant better racing. through 
screening of stock and improved facilities 
for both horsemen and fans. 

About $150,000 was spent on the Downs 
before the opening of the season this year. 
Leveling. grading. and addition of some 
8 inches of mixed silt and sand greatly 
improved the track surface. Some trainers 
still complain of rocks which they say 
“booby trap” the track, These complain- 
ants say this was because the material 
wasn't screened. The Hensleys hotly deny 
this. 

Other improvements. from the horse- 
man’s point of view. were made the 


stable area. where a new 40-stall barn 
increased capacity to 540. One-hundred- 
thirty temporary stalls had to be brought 
in to take care of demand this year. Exist- 
ing stables got some repair; 6 showers 
were installed for grooms. fire hydrants 
were set up. and hot water facilities were 
made available at each barn. 

More repairs are needed, but these ap- 
parently are in the making, One Arizona 
trainer, joking about the stable where his 
horses were quartered, pointed to the rear 
wall of one stall which lacked bracing. 
“See what [ mean?” he said. “Last night 
I had a colt get down—he damned near 
kicked the door off.” But the new manage- 
ment, he said. was making great strides 
in improving facilities. 

More than 2.000 applications for stalls 
were received this year. and for the first 
time the management was able to screen 
the stock. 


CONTRASTS. For the fans—obviously 
the oil-rich Texas variety—the Hensleys 
erected a sparkling $100,000 club house 
over the existing grandstand. Its location 
is ideal; extending 6215 feet in each 
direction from the finish line, it commands 
a marvelous view of the track. But it is 
in strange contrast to the weatherbeaten 
facilities for the regular patrons. 

You enter the club house by one of 2 
turnstiles where young ladies stamp your 
wrist with an invisible mark which flour.

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esces under ultraviolet light. Upstairs 
there are 2 bars (serving only set-ups on 
Sunday) paneled in Philippine mahogany 
like the open betting windows and rows 
of desks in the grandstand-type seating 
area. Seating capacity is 500. but 1.000 
can squeeze in with standing room and 
additional seats at cocktail tables, 

The exclusive nature of the club house 
obviously has great appeal for the Texans, 
who make up 60 per cent of the member- 
ship. The membership is limited to 100, 
and there are no openings at present. It 
costs $500 in Jockey Club stock to join 
and $80 a year in dues. 

Late each afternoon smorgasbord 
table is spread for members and_ their 
guests. The food is free and quite tasty, 
Other features include ornate tile rest- 
rooms which are quite, quite different 
from the utilitarian equipment in_ the 
grandstand area, The Hensleys recognize 
the fact that other parts of the stands are 
run-down and in need of replacement. Jim 
Hensley points out that “you can’t do 
everything at once.” So the club house 
came first. 


Other improvements will be made be- 
fore next season. The Hensleys hope to 
build a completely new grandstand, in- 
creasing seating capacity to 5,000. The 
paddock, jockeys’ room, racing secretary's 
office, and track rail are all rough and run- 
down and the paint is peeling, These all 


are scheduled for improvement, If things 
go as they should. the Hensleys plan an 
aluminum track rail. 


THE PROGRAM. There were 32 racing 
days this season, from July 12. through 
Labor Day. This included racing every 
Saturday and Sunday. plus 4 Fridays and 
2 Mondays. Plans include extension of 
racing to every Friday next year. and 
eventual extension of the season to 50 
days. 

Entries in each of the 12 daily races 
were limited to 8 because of the 50-foot 
track width. Both saliva and urine tests 
are made. The track features electric 
timing. “tote” boards in the infield and 
under the grandstand. and Photo-Chart. 

The Hensleys. placing their greatest 
emphasis on Thoroughbreds, had hoped 
this year to cut Quarter Horse races to 
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about a third of the schedule; but an 
overload of Quarter Horses forced the 
split to something like 50-50. 

Basic purse of each race is $250. plus 
5 per cent of the mutuel handle. This rep- 
resented an increase from $225 last sea- 
son, when purses averaged about $700 per 
race, The stakes program is built around 
2 futurities, the Thoroughbred Futurity 
and that for the Quarter Horses. cach 
grossing around $8,000, 

The track’s 6.800-foot altitude is tough 
for Thoroughbreds not used to such eleva- 
tion, but some, according to trackmen. get 
acclimated in a very short time. 

The Hensleys figure that Ruidoso’s chief 
niche in the racing picture is to provide 
a proving ground for the State’s develop- 
ing breeding industry. They hope that 
their unique backwoods track will develop 
horses capable of big-time competition. 

At any rate, the future of Ruidoso 
Downs looks as rosy as a New Mexico sun- 
set. The Hensleys are aiming at an event- 
ual $6 million gross. 

President of the Downs is Jim Derrick. 
a Carlsbad automobile dealer. Gene Hens- 
ley is vice president and brother Jim acts 
as secretary-treasurer. Presiding steward 
is R. S. Snedigar, of Phoenix; associate 
steward is Will Ed Harris. Lincoln County 
rancher; and the racing secretary is A.
